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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. ' 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1 - 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

U.S. Patent Application No. 2003/0169860 (Chou) in view of U.S. Patent No. 7,248,682 

(Oran). 

With respect to claims 1-10, note that Chou teaches a DSL device to process a 
dial string wherein the DSL device is coupled to a PSTN and VoIP receiving a 
transmission by the DSL, a VoIP digit string processor and a PSTN digit string 
processor and routing the transmission to either VoIP or PSTN depending on the 
comparison of the digit string found in the VoIP digit string processor or the PSTN digit 
processor (see Abstract, Fig. 2, paragraphs 0006, 0017 and 0036. Obviously, the there 
is a comparing step, otherwise the system would not know whether the call is a PSTN 
call or VoIP call. Chou does not explicitly use the term mapping, but such is believed to 
be inherent. If this is not agreed, then note Col. 3, lines 24 - 62, col. 4, lines 5 - 64, 
Col. 5, lines 1 - 60, Col. 7, lines 1 8 - 26 and the Figs, of Oran. It would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have incorporated such mapping means as 
taught by Oran into the Chou device as another well known means for routing. 
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With respect to an error dial message, such a message is well known in the art (see 
also Col. 5, line 35 - 37 and lines 58 - 60. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 - 10 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground (s) of rejection.
